1 . EMBASSY UNDERSTANDS FROM PRIME MINISTER'S OFFICE (AND 
LOCAL BROWN AND ROOT OFFICE CONFIRMS )THAT PRESIDENT OF BROWN 
AND ROOT HAS INVITED SHAIKH KHALIFA AND PARTY TO BE HIS GUEST 
FOR "FEW DAYS" IN TEXAS. TENTATIVE PLANS, WHICH WILL BE CON- 
FIRMED WHEN PRIME MINISTER AND PARTY REACH HAWAII END OF 
SEPT/FIRST OF OCTOBER, IS THAT PARTY WILL FLY HONOLIILI T-DALI.AS 
DIRECT. IN DALLAS THE PRIVATE PLANE OF THE PRESIDENT OF BROWN 
AND ROOT WILL PICK UP PARTY AND TAKE IT TO HOUSTON TO SPEND AS 
MUCH AS TWO DAYS SEEING OPERATIONS IN AREA AND RELAXING. 

FOLLOWING THAT, BROWN AND ROOT WILL TAKE PARTY TO NEW ORLEANS FOR 
ANOTHER DAY OR SO BEFORE FINALLY DROPPING THEM IN MIAMI ~ AT 
WHICH POINT BROWN AND ROOT SEES ITS RESPONSIBILITIES ENDING. 

2. PRIME MINISTER'S OFFICE INFORMS EMBASSY THAT SHAIKH KHALIFA 
HOPES TO SEE ADMIRAL THOMAS BIGLEY WHILE IN HONOLULU. EXACT 
DATES FOR HAWAII VISIT ARE NOT YET SETTLED. WE ARE REPEATING 
REFTEL TO CINCPAC FOR ADMIRAL BIGLEY'S ATTENTION. 
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
